ticulars unrelated hitherto, we doubt not of its being 
well received. 


Hanau, 19 Fane, O. S. 1743. 

We ftruck our Tents the rth, at Night, from A{chaf- 
fenbourg, and began our March towards this Place; but 
the French got Poffeflion of a fordable Place over the 
Maine, about half Way, and laid Bridges over ir; and in 
the Morning early, before we got thither, they can-. 
nonaded our Foot from the other Side the River, in their 
March, and gali’d-us much. They began ahout Eight 
in the Morning; they march'd overtheir Bridges shout 
Ten, and at Noon both Armics engaged defperately, 
which continued till the Evening, when our Men drove 


‘them hard to put them to Flight, and purfued them 


fix Miles to the River, which they galloped thro’ with 
great Precipitation; numberiefs of their Infantry were 
drowned ins crowding too thick over their Pontons. 
We bear they have 3000 Men wounded im their Ho- 
{fpital; many were drowned, many taken Prifoners, and 
a vaft Slaughter appear’d upon the Field of Bartle, which 
we rode over as foon as the French fled; tho’, betore, 
they bad carri¢d off great Numbers of their Dead in 


Carts, and threw them ioro the Maine. We have de- 


molifhed the Maifon du Roy, and taken 85 Perfons of 
Quality Prifoners, five of whom are Marefchals de Champ, 
which is the fame as our Major-Generals. We took 
eight Pieces of their Cannon, and turned them againtt 
them, and feveral Standards, two of which the Gens 
d’Armes had never before loft. Marflal de Noailles is 
faid to be very dangeroufly wounded. Our Men gave 
three Huzzas before they began, and both Officers and 
Soldiers fought bravely and obftinately. The Frencty 
Horfe were in Number Ten to One, and the Foot 
Three. They engaged at firft with 35,000 Men, and we 
but ten Battalions, which made about 17,000 im all. The 
B'ues, Biand’s, and Hawiey’s Dragoons went tn, with 
the Scotch Greys, Sword in Hand, and found, at length, 
their Paflage thro’ go Squadron of French Horfe, being 
well fupported by the Foot. The Welch and Srotch 
Fuzileers began firft the Platoon Firing, and behayed ex- 
tremely well; bur none diftinguifhed them{elves more 
remarkably than Col. Sowle’s Resiacer. late Brigadier 
Cornwaliis’s.- The Scotch Greys did the greateft Execu- 
tion in the Purfuit. The Horie Guards and Grenadiers 
behaved well, and ftood bravely the ftrongeft Battery of 
the French for two Hours, they concluding thar the 
King was amongft them; but his Majefty was in the 
Midft of the Fire; riding from Rank to Rank, animar- 
ing the Men, and promifing them the Reward of their 
Bravery and Merit; and in Effe@ it is fo, for the King 
will have every vacant Commiffion fil’d up by the Of- 
ficers next in Rank, who are here, and did theit Duty, 
Poor General Clayton, who commanded one Wing, was 
fhot dead, and foon found ftript, but bis Body was 
brought off. The Duke of Cumberland was thot with 
a Bullet thro’ his Leg, between the Calf and the Bone, 
bur "tis thoughe will foon be well again. The Duke 
d’Aremberg is fhot in the Breaft, but not dangeroufly, 
Col. Ligonier, the General's Brother, is badly wounded. 
Major Philip Honeywood, the General's Nephew, is 
thought to be mortally wounded by a Shot in his Head, 
Brigadier-General Husk is fhot thro’ the Heel, but 
thought in no Danger. I don’t recolle&t amy more Ac 
cidents to General Officers, tho” many had their Horics 
fhot under them.
